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Introduction

OLowlevel EPICS software (drivers, devSup) need lowlevel
resources (interrupts, bus access, address translation, ...)

OOperating system independent management of such resources
needed

OYet another problem: hardware platform independent device
support




Currently Available Techniques

O Allocation of VME resources (IRQs, addresses) via "devLib"
ONo PCI support at all

ODriver / device support "learns" about hardware configuration by a
"xxxSetup()" routine, called from startup script




Discussion Status

O0Make VMELIb (AKA devLib) OSI; provide RTEMS implementation
OEncourage developers to use devLib
OPCILib would be desirable; currently no plans however
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
